-DEVIGE ORDERED 


The extreme cold weather early | County to Check Orchard Heat- 


ers as Strict Law En- 
forcement Planned 





Equipment to measure the 
smoke produced by orchard heat- 
ers is to be purchased by the coun- 
ty supervisors, 

This equipment is being purchas- 
ed to make strict enforcement of 
the law to eliminate dense smoke 
from heaters. A recent county 
ordinance makes it illegal for a 
citrus grower to operate a heater 
that produces more than one gram 
per minute of carbonaceous mat- 
ter. 

The testing equipment will be 
used when law enforcement of- 
ficers check the groves during the 
orchard heating season this win- 
ter. Violation of the anti-smudge 
law is a misdemeanor and punish- 
able by a fine of $500 or six months 
in jail or both. : 

Upland city council has not 
passed an orchard heater law. Con- 
sideration will be given to the mat- 
ter soon. Ontario has passed a 
law, similar to the county, in con- 
troling orchard heater smoke.

10 SPORTSMEN I 
SOUGHT BY GROUP 


West End Fish and Game As- - 
sociation Discusses 
Situation 





Opening of the adjacent fores€ 
region to hunters is one of the 
big aims of the West End Fish ang 
Game association and at its meet 
ing last night definite steps were 
taken in an attempt to bring that 
about in time for deer hunting: 
next year. 

Meeting in the Community club 
rooms in Alta Loma, the group 
heard President Dave L. Vasbinder 
declare that hunters go to Utale 
and Arizona for deer when they 
could just as well go a few miles 
into the local forest and get just 
as many deer. 


Present regulations, however, 
prevent hunters going into the for~ 
est. Mr.,Vasbinder charged that 
in other places in the state the na- 
tional forest is open to sports- 
men. Regulations specifying “clos- 
ed areas” are more rigid in this 
county than elsewhere, he said. 


Owners of tree-covered water- 
sheds along the foothills will be | 
asked for their attitude concern- 
ing opening up of the forest te 
hunters during the deer season. If 
the property owners favor opening 
up, the request for hunting privi- 
leges will then be taken to the na- 
tional forest officials. A spokes- 
man for a large water company im 
Alta Loma and a property owner 
whole - heartedly endorsed the 
movement. 

Cornelius DeBakcsy, secretary of 
the San Bernardino county cham- 
ber of commerce, the principal 
speaker, assured the ‘association 
leaders that a fish and game com- 
mittee would be formed in the 
county chamber so that special at- 
tention would be given to the 
sportsmen’s activity. 

Mr. DeBakcsy, who in former 
years was editor of the official 
government newspaper at Buda- 
pest, Hungary, said that San Ber- 
nardino county as a whole is more 
beautiful and has more to offer in 
attractions and variety of climate. 
than any other governmental dis- 
trict in the world. He pictured 
the possibilities of developing the 
county through close cooperation 
and united effort. 

Following Mr. DeBakcsy’s talk, 
Mr. Vasbinder pointed out that ap- 
proximately $65,000 in hunting 
licenses and expenses were receiv- 
ed by St. George, Utah, merchants 
in a short time recently from Cal- 
ifornia hunters who were there for 
deer.

The recent honor conferred by 
the Chaffey board of education on 
George P. Weldon is in recogni- 
tion of the pomologist’s untiring 
efforts in finding new varieties of 
peaches suitable to this sub-trop- 


yical climate, 


Three new varieties of peaches, 
developed by Mr. Weldon in the 
Chaffey orchard, are to be patent- 
ed by Chaffey. From the sale of 
stock from these trees, Chaffey 
will receive a royalty. Proceeds 
will go to defray cost of the ex- 
perimental work. 

Mr. Weldon started work on the 
problem of delayed foliation in

Because he recognized the im- 
portance of the problem brought 
about by warm winters in South- 
ern California he examined the 
Babcock peach carefully when 
this variety was hybridized at 
Riverside Experimental Station. 

Mr. Weldon carried out the prop- 
agation of the Babcock success- 
fully in the Chaffey orchard. The 
Chaffey experimental orchard his- 
tory has been changed materially 
because of the research done with 
this problem. The orchard was 
ruined by delayed foliation as the 
yield in 192%, 13 tons to the acre, 
was cut in half by-1932 and 1933 
because of the warm winters. In 
1934 the new Babcock orchard 
was planted and the varieties de- 
veloped which are now named. 
Mr. Weldon was one of several 
authors asked to contribute to the 
University of California bulletin 
611 because of his work with this 
problem. The bulietin was issued 
in July, 1937, on “Chilling Re- 
quirements for Opening of Buds 
on Deciduous Orchard Trees and 
Some Other Plants in Southern 
California.” 

Besides the work in delayed 
foliation and the development of 
new varieties in the Chaffey orch- 
ard, Mr. Weldon has carried on a 
fertilizer experiment which is be- 
ing used as a basis for fertilizer 
practice in deciduous orchards to- 
day. . He managed the Chaffey 
fertilizer experiment which was 
financed by the fertilizer industry 
for many years giving his results 
in bulletin number 70, “Chaffey 
Peach Fertilization Experiment.”
